Two Bills 


Bill 50 "An Act respecting Municipal Government" and Bill 26

were introduced into the Alberta Legislature early in March by the 
Hon. A.J. Hooke. The two Bills are a consolidation of existing mun- 
icipal statutes and together, they would replace: 
Bill 50: The City Act 
The Town and Village Act 
The Municipal District Act 
The Controverted Municipal Elections Act 
Bill 26: (a) The Assessment Act, 1960 

(b). Parts VII and IX of The City Act, except sections 
602, 621 and 622 thereof; 

(c) Part Vilof The M.D. Act, except sections 337, 345a 
and 346 thereof; 

(d) Parts IX and X of The Town and Village Act, except 
sections 363, 364, 366a, 367, 412 and 413 there- 
of, and 

(e) Clauses (a) (h) (i) and (j) of section 2, subsections 
(2) to (13) of section 8 and sections 11 to 34 of The 
Improvement District Act, 1965. 

One Year of Study for Bill 50 

The government proposes that Bill 26be adoptedin this session , 
Mr. Hooke has said. However, nothing in Bill 50, The Municipal 
Act, will be passed this session. Instead; all M.L.A.'s, municipal 
officials andothers will be affordedone year to study it after which it 
is planned for re-introduction in 1968 with desirable revisions as 
brought out by representations received in the interim.

An Alberta Housing and Urban Renewal Corporation is to be 
set up if the legislature passes an amendment to the Alberta Housing 
_ Act proposed for this session. Chief objectives of the Corporation 
will be to act as a body to administer all provincial housing and ur- 
_ ban renewal programs in partnership with the municipalities and Cen- 
tral Mortgage and Housing Corporation and thus give provincial as- 
sistance in providing housing for low income families and the 
assembly of land for urban renewal or public housing.

Over 100 Advisory Committeemen from Improvement Districts 
and Special Areas held a two-day conference at the Jubilee Audi- 
torium in Edmonton on March seventh and eighth. 

Organized by Al Isbister, Director of Field Service, this was 
the fifth conference of its kind. In addition to Advisory Committee- 
men, a number of M. L.A. 'sand eleven Improvement District Inspec- 
tors participated. 

Committeemen are appointed by the Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs to serve as advisers on local matters in the Improvement Districts 
and Special Areas which are under the administration of the Depart- 
ment. In practice, they areelectedby ratepayers at an annual meet- 
ing and their selection confirmed by Ministerial Order. 

Not all Improvement Districts have Advisory Committees . 
Speaking at their banquet held in the Jubilee Auditorium on the first 
evening, the Hon. A.J. Hooke told the Committeemen he looked 
forward to a day soon when all the districts may have sufficient de- 
velopment to warrant committees. Mr. Hooke was the first to suggest 
and start the system of committees for local representation when he 
introduced the necessary amendment to the Improvement District Act 
in 1956. 

1,D.'s are expected to benefit from amendments proposed for 
the Improvement District Act this year, A.W. Morrison, Deputy Min- 
ister, told the delegates. 

One amendment will allow an Improvement

DEVON REMAINS URBAN COUNTY 


Alberta's firstand only urban county is apparently here to stay 
awhile! Electors in the townof Devon (population 1,423), voted on 
January 27 in favour of the continuation of the merged form of muni- 
cipal and school administration which officially had been in effect in 
their town since January first, 1963. Earlier and unofficially, the 
town had followed the county system since 1951. The vote of electors 
after the four official years was required under the terms of Section 
17 of the Municipal and School Administration Act, the legislation 
under which an urban county is established. Forty-two percent of the 
electors voted. There was only one dissenting vote. 


Swan Hills could be Alberta's second urban county on January 
first, 1968 if a recommendation is made to the Lieutenant-Governor- 
in-Council. (see "Swan Hills Now a Town" also on this page).

SWAN HILLS NOW A TOWN 


Swan Hills (population 1,843) became a town with full local — 
autonomy in January. It had been first organized as a New Town in 
1960 under authority of an Order-in-Council passed in September , 
1952. 

Located in the Swan Hills approximately 38 miles northwest of 
Fort Assiniboine, the town serves asurrounding area of 1,D, 123 that — 
is rich with oil. 

An Order-in-Council passed in December, 1966, authorized 
the New Town fo change status effective January 1, 1967. Electors © 
went to the polls January 4 and elected Mayor T.G. Parkinson and 
six councillors froma field of nine. At the same election, townsmen 
also approved by-laws for appointment of a Town Manager and the 
merger of the school and municipal administrations. The school and 
municipal administrations may not be merged, however, until January 
first in the year after a request is forwarded from the town to the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council andan Order-in-Council obtained . — 

Chairman of the former Board of Administrators, from start to © 
finish, had been W.D. Isbister of the Department of Municipal Af- 
fairs. R.L, Maxfield was its first Development Officer and Secre- | 
tary-Treasurer. At their first regular meeting, January 11, the town's — 
new council expressed a sincere vote of thanks to all former members 
of the Board for their help in developing Swan Hills from a wilderness 
site in 1960 to its present status in six short, busy yzars. 

A real swinging party was then held that week-end, both to 
celebrate the community's brand new status as a Town and to mark 
the end of a job well-done by the former Board of Administrators .

EAGLESHAM - NOW A VILLAGE 


Eaglesham, the central Peace hamlet that became a village on 
January 1, 1967 elected its first Council by acclamation on February 
15. The three-man village council chose Thomas Lessard to be Mayor 
and named Frank Gaboury, Secretary-Treasurer at its first meeting on 
February 22. 


The new village (population 242) is located on highway 49 about 
50 miles east of Rycroft in Improvement District 132. First settlement 
was in 1928 and area development followed with a homestead rush in 


1229-30. 


Although Eaglesham has only 55 residences - five more than 
necessary according to current provincial regulations - the new vil- 
lage council is confident of development. 

Mayor Lessard has said that one of the first projects to be con- 
sidered will be a sewer and water installation. He also has hopes that 
a seed cleaning plant anda second grainelevator will be built fairly 
soon. A chartered bank has expressed interest. A sub-office of the 
Treasury Branch is already there. 

"We are expecting considerable residential construction after 
we have our water and sewer" says Peter Diemert, one of the coun- 
cillors. 

Eaglesham's future growth is not likely to come from increased 
population in the surrounding agricultural areas, the councillors say . 
There are about 2,000 persons in the wedge-shapedtrading area, and 
the population is considered at a peak. Growth isexpected to come 
from increased productivity of the district which is considered below 
capacity now.

E. MURPHY OF ESTEVAN RE-ELECTED WESTERN UNION PRESIDENT 


Sales Tax Payments on Resale of Tax-Exempted Machinery 


The Western Union of Municipalities has joined Alberta's Asso- 
ciation of Municipal Districts and Counties in asking that although a 
municipality may buy machinery on a sales-tax exempt basis, the a- 
mount of the exempted federal sales taxshould be calculated and set 
out in the purchase contract so that it can be depreciatedon a yearly 
basis for the purpose of calculating a resale price on the machinery 

| if it is resold and liable for an appropriate portion of the tax within 
the first five years. This was decided at the Annual Meeting of the 
Union held in Regina, February Ist. The Alberta Association had 
passed a similar resolution at their convention in November. 
President Cliff Doan and Vice-President Ralph Brown of the 
Alberta Association attended the meeting in Regina. 
The Western Union represents the rural municipal associations 
of Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. Their meeting adopted a 
_ new constitution that requires at least one meeting in each year, with 
_ other regular or emergency meetings to be called as required by the 
President. One aimof the Union is "to provide an opportunity, through 
meetings and correspo:.dence, for mutual understanding of the aims 
and objectives of the member associations and to provide a means of 
taking united action on such matters as may be deemed necessary in 
the interests of the member associations". 

E. Murphy of Estevan, Saskatchewan was returned as President 

for 1967. A.T. Hainsworth of Deloraine, Manitoba, moved up to Ist 


Vice-President and Cliff Doan, Innisfail, was elected 2nd Vice-Presi- 
dent for this year. 


Railway Warning Devices for Safety 


Railways and highway safety were featured in three other resolu- 
tions adopted by the annual meeting. Albertaproposed, and the meet- 
ing agreed, that legislation should be made to "require all railway 
locomotives to be equipped with a destinctive flashing light as a war- 
ning to public road traffic". Saskatchewan obtained agreement in 
asking for legislation providing for "reflectorized markings onall rail- 
way rolling stock, as close to headlight level as is practical in order 
to give as much protection as is possible for the public travelling at 
night on roads and highways". Another resolution approved Alberta's 
proposal that "the Transport Commission should make provision in its 
regulations for switching rights between railway companies in situa- 
tions where relatively parallel lines are currently in use, but where 
one line could be abandoned". 

Hail Damage in Diagonal Blocks 

At Ralph Brown's suggestion, the Association's secretary was 
instructed to write the P.F.A.A, administration to say that the Wes- 
tern Union of Municipalities wishes to have P.F. A.A. payments paid 
on the basis of diagonal blocks (in addition to present regulations) 
thereby allowing more flexibility in establishing areas for payment as 
might be required du2to hail damage which knows no rectangular 
boundaries. e

the federal Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation and the provin- 
cial Department of Municipal Affairs. Nearly 300 interested mayors , 
reeves, aldermen, planners, engineers, mortgage lenders and construc- 
tion industry people from all over Alberta filledthe conference hall . 
Suggestions are Encouraged 

The two sponsoring governments had called the conference to 
inform both private industry and local government on the measures 
they plan to use for improving housing starts. A secondary aim was 
to ask for further suggestions and ideas from both the public and pri- 
vate sector. 

Private industry had some suggestions. Charles H. Frigon, of 
Edmonton, past president of that city's housebuilders association, 
‘said there should be alegislative way toencourage young Canadians 
to save towards the down-payments required on homes. 

James Fendall, president of a Calgary company selling mort- 
gages on behalf of institutional lenders, suggested the establishment 
of a federally chartered private-enterprise mortgage bank. This bank 
would attract deposits for investment in single and multiple-family 
dwelling units at a rate 1 1/2 per cent below the National Housing 
Act rate (7 1/4 per cent currently). Its deposits would be insured 
under the NHA. 

"Tax credits on interest earned would be a strong inducement 
to deposits," he said. 
| Mr. Fendall was asked by Mr. Nicholson to submit his proposal 
‘to CMHC for further and detailed study. 


Housing and Urban Renewal Committee was Pioneer 





In an interview, the Hon. A.J. Hookesaid an Alberta Housing 
Act amendment to set up the New Housing and Urban Renewal Cor- 
poration would be the first change inthe Act sincea committee con- 
‘sisting of two federal, two municipal, andtwo provincial representa- 
‘tives was set up twoyears agoto process applications for urban rene- 
wal and public housing. 

The Committee had functioned very well he said, but it had 
‘not eliminated the problem of various departments being involved. 

For example, he cited the Department of Health which found 
it necessary to build homes for members of its hospital staffs, the De- 
“partment of Lands and Forests which has to build homes for forest ran- 
gers, and the Department of Public Works, which is responsible for 
‘university student housing. Housing for Indians and Metis is also in- 
volved under another program which ties in with the federal govern- 
ment. 


A major problem is that land andbuilding costs have been rising 
‘so rapidly that private housing is out of the reach of many people . 
One Month Notice Proposed for Repairs 
For the municipal enforcement of housing standards, the 1967 
amendment will also provide that an owner may be given as little as 
one month's notice to repair his property. Six month's notice must 
be given under the present Act. 


Hon. J.R. Nicholson, federal Minister of Labour and Chair- 
‘man of Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, said that gener- 
ally persons making up to $4,000 per year would be considered in 
need of low cost housing. He said rent would be based on a sliding 
scale according to income, adding that in some circumstances per- 
‘sons making up to $5,000 might be considered eligible for marginal 
‘assistance. 

Costs often inhibit residential development in the private and 
public sectors alike, Mr. Nicholson said. He commended Albertans 
for taking the lead in Canada in passing much enabling legislation 
for low cost housing. 







lberta First with Condominium Housing 

He suggested that "perhaps greater attention should be paid to 
owhousing if we are to bring dwelling costs within the financial means 
f many purchasers. 

"Condominium housing may meet many needs too", he said. 

"Certainly Alberta would seem the most logical location for 
arrying out a program of condominium-style housing for this province 
s already provided the necessary legislative authority for the con- 
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struction of housing under condominium arrangements", Mr. Nichol- 
son added. The Alberta Condominium Act was passed in April, 1966. 

Reviewing the setback in housing construction during the past 
year, the result of ashortage of mortgage funds, Mr. Nicholson said 
the objective across Canadaof 170,000 units during the current year 
and 200,000 annually in five years hence must be reached to meet 
the need. 

He foresaw growing co-operation between provincial and fed- 
eral governments to meet this demand in the years ahead. 


More Money to be Available in the Private Sector 

Mr. Nicholson also reviewed the federal government's earlier 
steps to boost housing construction in Canada - ahigher NHA interest 
rate to attract conventional mortgages, CMHC direct loans to builders 
this spring, NHA lending for the purchase andrenovation of existing 
housing, andthe expected re-entry of banks into the lending field after 
passage of the new Bank Act this spring. ®

District to borrow money to participate in a Public Housing or Urban 
Renewal Scheme in a hamlet that is part of the |. D. 

Mr. Morrison also said that the Provincial Government could in- 
crease its contribuiion beyond the 30% now provided in hamlets in 
Improvement Districts-where financial circumstances warranted such 
action, if the legislation passes. 

Delegates learned from Dunc Watson, Secretary-Accountant , 
that there had been 316,000 applications for the Homeowners Tax 
Discount in 1966. Of these, 299,000 were approved and 17,000 re- 
jected. "$10,376,000 had been paid out to February 28th", Mr . 
Watson said. "The new applications for 1967 will be out soon after 
the current legislative session ends’, Mr. Watson said in answer to 
a question. 

William Babey (1.D. 101), Stewart Forsyth (1. D. 65) and Wil- 
liam Hrab (I. D. 139) were panelists when the meeting examined the 
"success or failure" of Advisory Committees. Some delegates spoke 
of difficulties in dealing with District Engineers in their districts . 
Others said that special attention must be given to setting up and con- 
tinuing a liaison with the District Engineer. "Anumber of committee- 
men make the mistake of telling a professional engineer how to do 
his work", one old-time experienced committeeman said. The com- 
mittee's role is to set priorities for road and bridge work and let the 
professional engineer give advice during the decision making stage . 
"After that, it's up to the engineer to build and maintain the road 
according to his professional competence, "said Mr. Stewart Forsyth 
of Rocky Mountain House, one of the first Advisory Committee mem- 
bers to be elected and appointed back in 1957. 

Welfare also received a little of this type of critical study . 
After the panel discussion, delegates agreed that a greater effort at 
"communication" between the committees and provincial government 
representatives would remove many of their problems. Consensus 
seemed to be that the successful Committees were those that worked 
continuously for the improvement of their communications with both 
the provincial service department representatives and the electors . 

Shortly before their conference concluded late on the second 
day, delegates passeda resolution calling for the Provincial Govern- 
ment to take action for prohibiting the use of non-returnable glass 
containers. Bottles clutter up district roads, are a danger to children 
and agriculture, and are not picked up now for refunds, delegates 
said. Penalties for littering are not effective as the offenders are not 
caught, affirmed one committeeman. Others saidthat refundable bot- 
tles are dropped by the roads and ditches but are nearly always picked 
up by children and others for the refund. 

* Delegates went home witha reminder from Mr. Isbister that the 
Hon. A.J, Hooke, Minister of Municipal Affairs, hadsuggested they 
consider forming an association. "An association would help you 
communicate better, one with another, and give you an advantage 
in being able to study new ideas and tested improvements among all 
the areas", Mr. Hooke had suggested last year. ro]

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THE PROVINCIAL-MUNICIPAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE held its sixtieth meeting in Edmonton in January. Members of the Com- 
mittee, their advisers and secretary are: (L to R) Lorne Hurst (secretary); Roger Parker, Strathcona (rural alternate); Cliff Doan, In- 
nisfail (rural regular); Ralph Brown, Acme (rural regular); Hon. Alfred J. Hooke, Chairman; James Clark (urban regular); Frank 
Sherring (urban regular); Angus Morrison, Deputy Minister (adviser) and Bruce Laidlaw, Assessment Commissioner (adviser). Absent 
and out of the picture; Wes Jackson, Lacombe (urban alternate) andone other member of the Executive Council.

The Committee is regularly made up of six members as follows: 
two representing the Executive Council; two representing the Alberta 
Urban Municipalities Association; and two chosen by the Alberta As- 
sociation of Municipal Districts and Counties to represent that organ- 
ization. 


The Chairman, the Hon. A.J. Hooke is the only member left 
from the original group that formed the Committee when it was first 
organized in 1959. All the original municipal association members 
of the PMAC have now retired; their places taken by equally exper- 
ienced and ablemen. One past member, Gordon Moyer of Fort Sask- 
atchewan, had served just a few days short of eight years on the Com- 
mittee when he retired January second, this year. 

Mr. A.W. Morrison, Deputy Minister and Mr. J.B. Laidlaw, 
Assessment Commissioner, have served as advisers from the time the 
Committee was formed. 

Following the 1966 annual conventions of the two municipal 
associations, executives of both associations recommended appoint- 
ment of alternates to serve them on the Committee whenever one of 
their regularly named members is unable to sit or continue to serve . 
This recommendation was promptly accepted by the government and 
Wes Jackson of Lacombe and Roger Parker of Ardrossan were appointed 
as the alternates for the urban andrural associations respectively. It 
is believed this use of alternates can help meet the need for greater 
continuity of membership as seen in the 1966report of the Public Ex- 
penditure and Revenue Study Committee. 

The purpose of the PMAC as set out in the original order is to 
study and make "recommendations to the Government of the Province 
of Alberta uponany matter that affects the economy, goodgovernment
